Week” by Mayor Harry D. Ainlay is a 
graceful and timely act that typifies the 
retiring chief magistrate’s unflagging in- 
terest in the cultural aspects of mon- 
ton’s growth.

Out of the past has been handed down 
to us the concept of an Empire, with its 
headquarters in London.

The Edmonton Philharmonic exists for 
the purpose of teaching a love of good 
music to the many, rather than for the 
purpose of gratifying the few who already 
enjoy the faculty of appreciation. 

It is easy to understand, then, how vital 
this organization is to the cultural needs 
of the young people and chlidren of this 
community. 

It is one of Edmonton’s most important 
educational factors. 

And generous support of the Philhar- 
monic, in point of donations, memberships 
and attendance at the concerts, is support 
of the city itself in its march towards the 
finer aspects of metropolitan life.

amend the constitution which 
will abolish appeals to the Privy 
Council is now under discus- 
sion in the house of commons. 
The only argument put up by 
its sponsors is that this is the 
last step to make Canada com- 
pletely independent of Great 
Britain. 

Even assuming that this is a 
good thing, the argument is false. 

Canada is at presert a com- 
pletely independent nation with 
full democratic powers to moid 
its own affairs, without any inter- 
ference from Westminster. Can- 
ada has a constitution (consist- 
ing mainly of the British North 
America Act and the Statute of 
Westminster) which sometimes 
leads to legal disputes between 
the provincial and federal gov- 
ernments. These disputes are at 
present brought before the privy 
council, a body which contains 
the finest legal brains and legal 
experience in the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations; but :t has 
no powers or sanctions tc en- 
force any decision or law on the 
Canadian people. 

When any dispute is brought 
before it, it’s job is to examine 
the evidence and give judgment 
on whether any measure is con- 
sistent with the Canadian con- 
stitution. The privy counc!) has 
no axe to grind. It is completely 
impartial. Its decisions merely 
point out the constitutionality 
of the measure before it. 

If we wish to change the con- 
stitution (a task not to be under- 
taken lightly by party politicians 
for an afternoon's sport) we are 
at complete liberty to do so 

So why all the tumult for the 
abolition of appeals to this august 
body? What do these politicians 
hope to gain? The statement that

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Helpless Cripples 


Deserve Our Help 


Canadian Social Security mea- 
sures, provided by both federal 
and provincial governmerits, in- 
clude many types of assistance. 
There are mother’s allowance, 
old age pensions, pension for the 
blind, workmen's compensation, 
unemployment insurance and 
children's allowances, Under var- 
ious health schemes we have 
public health services, cancer 
and Tb. assistance, hospital 
grants and many other forms of 
assistance. 

These services cost us well 
over $2,000,000 per day and thou- 
sands of Canadians obtain bene- 
fits. Yet there is one glaring ex- 


.ception. There is no provision in 


all this maze of social security 
and public assistance for those 
people who are helpless cripples 
and unable to support them- 
selves. 

In every community there are 
children who, for one reason 
or another, will never be able to 
maintain themselves, Some may 
be paralyzed, Some may have 
lost more than one limb. Some 
may be paraplegics. In the ex- 
treme cases they are practically 
helpless. They, cannot earn 
money to support themselves and 
they cannot look after them- 
selves without aid. In the face 
of all the things that are done, 
these seem to be the forgotten 
group. 

The authorities will quickly 
point out that in cases of destitu- 
tion, these people will be provid- 
ed for as public charges of the 
community. They may even be 
taken into certain institutions, 


Now Treated 
As Derelicts 

But why must these people be 
treated as derelicks? So far as 
that goes, why should they be 
placed in any different category 
from the old age pensioner or a 
blind pensioner, 

Veterans who are crippled re- 
ceive-pensions, Workers who are 
crippled receive pensions. Yet 
these other cripples receive 
nothing but district charity. 

And if we grant pensions to the 
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blind because we believe that 
blind persons should not have to 
depend upon charity but should 
have some income with which to 
support themselves, how can we 
draw the line between them and 
those who may have eyes but 
lack arms and legs. 

We provide the best of care to 
persons who are mentally infirm, 
Then why not do the same for 
those who are mentally sound but 
physically helpless, 

It is not as though this would 
provide an opening for improper 
claims, Any medical man knows 
when these cases are helpless or 
not. There would be little diffi- 
culty there, 

Cripple in 
Worst Plight 

A person who {!s completely 
crippled is actually worse off 
than either a blind person or an 
elderly person and on that score 
has even a greater need for a pen- 
sion, None of these pensions ts 
adequate, but, of all the groups, 
the complete cripples require the 
larger amount of assistance be- 
cause they can do so little for 
themselves. 

This year’s reports Indicate 
about 10,000 blind pensioners. It 
is unlikely that there would be 
more than double that number 
of cripples, if you except those 
who are receiving pensions for 
other reasons. Thus the cost of 
providing pensions would be less 
than $5,000,000, an amount com- 
parable to two days’ health bene- 
fits for the dominion, 

There are many cases where 
they are not completely crippled. 
But the same rule could be ap 
plied as is used in the case of the 
Old Age Pensions and the Bilnd 
Pensions, namely, that earnings 


above a certain amount would 
be deducted from the pension. 
That is a matter of detail. The 


important fact is that there is a 
large group of forgotten people 
in this country, and we as & na- 
tion should be ashamed that we 
permit them to exist through all 
their difficulties with nothing 
better than a niggardly dose of 
charity in extreme cases,

Sharp Tremor

Officials at the Dominion observ- 
atory in Ottawa said seismograph 
plates developed last night showed 
that the quake was centred about 
2 miles east of the capital.

Cornwall earthquake.”
